ONE COLORED MAN SHOOTS ANOTHER IN BRAWL 


Trouble Started In Restaurant Over Some Stogies 


—Gilmore Taken to Zanesville and First 


Degree Murder Charge Placed Against 


Him—Murdered Han Displayed 


Remarkable Nerve During 


the Shooting. 


Lewis Golmore, colored, a Znnesyille man, 
was arrested east of the 


city early Sunday morning by Officers McClure ami Hagcr of the local po- 
lice department and held on a charge of first degree murder, the crime be- 
ing committed in Kanesville Saturday night. 


Shortly after the shooting, in which Gilmore shot and killed Wesley 


Smith, the Zanesville police department notified the local department and 
Officers McClure and Baser were detn iled to intercept him. 


It was learned that he was walking towards Newark on the B. & O. 


tracks. 


McCIiire and Hager concealed themselves behind a fence along the 


road and soon saw their victim coming into view. 
They placed him un- 


der arrest, Gilmore offering no resistance. He denied his identity at first 
and gave a fictitious name when lodged at the city prison. 


When Chief of Police Artor arrived Sunday morning and went to the 


city prison, Gilmore was brought out. 
Not until that time did l»e admit he 


was the man being sought for the killing. At that time he was not allow- 
ed to know that his victim was dead. He was told that the man was badly 
hurt. 


The Zanesville officer took his man in charge and boarded the 10 


o'clock liiterurban car. 
The prisoner was not manacled and made no ef- 


fort to escape, seeming perfectly willing to return to Zanesville to face 
whatever charge they placed against 
him. 


AVhen arrested here, he had no \\eapoii of any description.

He called 
Mr. Granfield's attention to conditions in this city, stat- 
ing that he had received a number of petitions asking 
for a carrier for Newark to serve the residents of. the 
North End, a great number of them being served at the 
present time by rural delivery with only one mail a day.

Dust the tops with salt and 


pepper, drop a half teaspoonful 
of 


jutter in each top and serve at once. 


Peach Trifl.e — Boil together for 


ive minutes one scant cupful of su- 
gar, and one cnpful of water, drop- 
ling into it as fast as stoned the pits 
Tom one quart of ripe peaches. Keep 
the stones in the syrup for ten min- 
utes. drawing the saucepan to the 
side of the fire. 
Skim them out and 


ay in the pared peaches, 
stewing 


slowly until they are tender. 
Set. 


aside until the first heat has passed 
off then press through a sieve. Line 
a glass dish with stale sponge cakes 
lipped into sherry, spread over them 
the cold peach, pulp and cover with 
one and one half 
cupfuls of thick 


cream, sweetened and flavored with 
two tablespoonfuls of powdered su- 
gar and one ualf of a teaspoonful of 
vanilla and whipped to a thick solid 
froth.

TO GET CANADA 


Sir Wilfrid Laurier Also Sees 


Possibility, 


THE EFFECT OF RECIPROCITY. 


Canadian Leader Hope* That Freer, 


Trade Regulation. Will Step the j 
Talk. While Speaker Believes It Will ' 
Have the Opposite Effect—Western 
Canada Ha» Many Yankeee. 


By ARTHUR W. DUNN. 


Washington. Aug. 7. — [Special.] — 


When Champ Clark made the now fa- 
mous remark that the annexation of 
Canada to the United States was in- ' 
evltable he did not realize that he was 
making a great issue iu Canada which 
woxild be a feature of u political caua- 
palcn before reciprocity would become 
a fact. 


Clark's language was to the effect 


that the American flag would ultimate- 
ly float over those faroff provinces, 
but the meaning was plain. It was 
Clark's belief that annexation would 
fellow reciprocity. 
He is not the only 


uiau who is of that opinion. 
The 


northwestern 
provinces are 
largely 


peopled with settlers f'-oni this coun- 
try. On the Fourth of July the Ameri- 
can flag is more conspicuous than the 
flag of England. Those people think 
more and talk more of "the Stales" 
than they do of the Dominion. 


Reciprocity or Annexation. 


No doubt Sir Wilfrid Lnurier haa 


become aware of the annexation senti- 
ment In the northwestern provinces 
and knows that Canada canuot hold 
those people from joining the United 
States unless something is done to af- 
ford them freer trade relations. That 
,s why he is pushing reciprocity so 
jaruestly. 


There Is a difference of opinion be- 


tween men like Sir Wilfrid and Clark. 
The Canadian expects to avoid annexa- 
tion with the reciprocity agreement. 
The American believes that closer re- 
ations with those people who are 
bound to the United States by home 
ties is inevitable and reciprocity will 
ae followed by annexation. 
At all 


vents, it is probable that few men 


now in active life will see annexation.

We are living in a day when money, 


pleasure and pain seem to be the as- 
E°IS of (he masses. 
The Evolution 


theory and Higher Criticism of the 
Biblo have fostered unbelief to such 
an extent tliat everything Intangible 
is doubted. Beginning with the col- 
lege professor and the majority of the 
educated ministers this skepticism has 
embraced the wealthy, who are sa- 
tiated with the blessings of prosperi- 
ty. 
To these heaven and heavenly 


things seem vagaries as compared 
•with present /enjoj'ments and hopes. 
Not for a long time have these be 
lieved in aud feared eternal torment. 
And their present attitude is one of 
doubt rspecting everything connected 
•with the Bible. They well know that 
outside the Bible there-is nothing but 
guess work, and they prefer their own 
guesses to those of other people. 
Very many of them speak candidly 
and tell that they are agnostics, that 
they are uncertain and would like to 
be informed respecting the future. 


A very similar condition growingly 


prevails amongst the poorer classes 
and the uneducated, who say. We be- 
lieved the scholars \vhen they told us 
the Bible was inspired. Why should 
•We not believe them now when they 
declare that It is a fraud? 
As the 


•wealthy doubt that God will special- 
ly favor them, so the poor doubt 
whether God will specially disfavor 
them. Both, classes are reaching the 
conclusion that fortune or disaster 
rests, not with the Lord, but with 
themselves. 


The World'* Need—a God. 


The effect of all this loss of faith In 


an Almighty God is seen on every 
hand and is felt by many. One of the 
consequences is that the religious ele- 
ment of man's nature is becoming 
numb and the masses, rich and poor, 
are seeking a substitute in pleasure; 
as the Apostle's words foretold, they 
are "lovers of pleasure more than lov- 
ers of God." 
Additionally, many of 


the wealthy carry on a kind of brigand- 
age along commercial lines. 
Desir- 


ous of imitating them, but unable so 
to do, others are filling the world with 
violence to an extent that is alarming 
to everybody. Were it not for our 
elaborate and costly police protection 
life nnd property would be far less se- 
cure In civilized lands thnn amongst 
the heathen. With nil the protection 
afforded by telephone, telegraph, po- 
lice, etc., etc., our rulers nnd officials 
tell us thsit they are often bewildered 
In their attempts to preserve law and 
order. 


Many lenrned men believe that there 


is no other God than Nature; and 
many of the unlearned arc following 
their lend. They reason that Nature 
served thorn as both father and moth- 
er, that Xnture is pitiless, unsympa- 
thetic, cruel. 
Indeed, this is one of 


tlipir special arguments against a per- 
sonal Coil, for thpy say that such a 
God won Id not pprmit the sufferings 
•we witness on every hand and the still 
more terrible sufferings which the 
creeds of Ohristpndom have taught 
thpm arp In store for all except the 
saintly few. 


It is time that WP return to the Bible 


proposition nnd spp thp truth of tho 
statement, "Thp fool hath said in his 
heart, Thpre is no God." Surely there 
Is something wrong with the bruin 
which, aftor noting (ho wonders of na- 
ture, seen in the surrounding worlds 
nnd systems and attested in all mat- 
ton* earthly, SPC«< not an Intelligent 
Crentor! ThP wonderful adaptability of 
our own bodies tells of a wisp Creator. 


If WP compare thp humnn eye. adnpt- 


pd to its purposes and conditions, with 
Ihp eye of n fish, adapted to its dlffpr- 
ent condition1?, and with 1he eye of a 
beetle, adapted to still different condi- 
tions, WP see the most indubitable 
proofs of pnfouiidest wisdom and su- 
perhuman skill. 
When we think of 


man's wonderful powers and of his 
great achievements in the -world nnd 
then consider his inability to iinke a 
dingle living thing, from n microbe to 
an elephnnt, from n tiny seed to n tree. 
Fiirely we should concede that the On" 
who ordered nature in the production 
of these wonderful variations, and cre- 
ated tnnn himself, must be an Al- 
mighty, intelligent God. Surely "Hnv 
unto day uttcreth speech and night 


nto Blcht •howeth knowledge" along 
these lines, to those who have the eye* 
of understanding to see. It is time 
that these great truths were being em- 
phasised and that the boastful gentle- 
men who ifciiore them should have 
their true measure taken, regardless of 
how many titles may follow their 
mimes. The moderately educated as 
well as the illiterate need such a testi- 
mony to come from every pulpit. And 
If It does not soon come our civiliza- 
tion will be wrecked. 


All-Seeing Eye Not Omnipresence. 
"Thou, God, seest me;" "The eye of 


the Lord is in every place." These 
Scriptures give us the proper concep- 
tion of the Almighty. As with tho tele- 
scope, the microscope, the telephone, 
etc., man can enlarge Ills range of 
vision and hearing, so by powers still 
more wonderful the Almighty is cog- 
nizant of all the affairs of the Uni- 
verse. We grant that our feeble minds 
fe unable to comprehend so great, BO 
rniversa 1 an Intelligence. 


We cannot know In what manner the 


ungels, the spirit servants of God, are, 
as His eyes, in every place, to take 
cognizance of our affairs. 
We cannot 


know in what manner the electric or 
lightning flash serves as a Divine mes- 
senger. 
But we can believe that a 


Soul so Infinitely high above us pos- 
sesses powers of information as far 
beyond our comprehension as the tele- 
phone and wireless telegraphy and 
electric light were beyond the compre- 
hension which our forefathers had of 
these things in their day. It is easier 
to believe that so great a Being as 
the One'who formed man should have 
all wisdom and all power than to be- 
lieve Him deficient of these. The 
Scriptural argument is a good one: 
"He that formed the eye. shall He not 
see? He that formed the ear, shall He 
not hear?" 


God In Heaven and In Hell. 


The creeds handed down to us from 


the dark past declare that God is ev- 
erywhere present—omnipresent. This 
Is as unthinkable as it is foolish and 
unscriptural. 
Taking advantage of 


this error of "orthodoxy," the Adver- 
sary has turned many away from a be- 
lief in a personal God. He who is ev- 
erywhere is nowhere. 
The result is 


the absurd view which has taken hold 
on some otherwise intelligent people, 
to the effect that good and God are 
synonomous. 
Hence a log of wood 


that Is good for something, that can be 
made Into something useful, is said to 
have pood in it, and, hence, to have 
God in it—d;tto, a piece of iron, a bed, 
a chair, a table. The folly grows into 
saying that God" is everywhere and Is 
in everything. Thus faith in a "god 
of nature and happen-so" takes the 
place of fakh in the God of the Bible, 
whose residence is in heaven, but 
whose intelligence and power extend 
throughout the Universe, in thousands 
of ways of which we are only learning 
—through electricity, radio activity, 
etc., besides angelic messengers that 
can come and go like the wind. 


Our text, misunderstood, is supposed 


to teach Divine omnipresence, whereas 
it really teaches Divine omniscience 
and Almighty power. The Lord's pres- 
ence, as represented in His intelligence 
and power, are everywhere. Nowhere 
could we go to be beyond His reach 
and beyond His knowledge. Were this 
thought thoroughly impressed upon 
every human mind, what a vast dif- 
ference it would make in human con- 
duct from that now seen—in Wall 
Street, in banks, in palaces, in hovels, 
In saloons, in gambling houses—every- 
where. It is the great lesson needed 
by the whole world. Everyone who 
believes this should join with nature 
in attesting Divine Wisdom, Power, 
Justice and Love. 


But really the undermining of faith, 


in the God of the Bible has been ac- 
complished largely by the misrepre- 
sentation of the Bible's teaching. Our 
text, for instance, is supposed to teach 
that God is in heaven with the saintly, 
rejoicing with them and enjoying their 
pleasure and that He also is in hell 
with the unsaintly, looking upon their 
sufferings nnd tortures nnd planning 
with devils for their everlasting con- 
tinuance. Thinking minds are reject- 
ing such nonsense, but, alas, they are 
rejecting the Bible, too, hence have no 
foundation for a better, truer faith. 


Every educated minister knows that 


I tpll the Truth to the common people 
when I say that the word licll in our 
text has not the slightest reference to 
a place of torture, or even of conscious- 
ness. Indeed this is true of ever* oc- 
currence of the word Jtcll, from Gene- 
sis to Malachi. In every Instance the 
translation is from the samp- Hebrew 
word, sJtcol. which signifies the grave, 
tJie tomb, and is thus most frequently 
translated. 


I urge upon nil ministers of educa- 


tion to Join with me in explaining to 
the public the true meaning of the lie- 
brew word xJirnl and the Creek word 
JtntlFK. Whatever mny have boon their 
thought of expediency in the past they 
should see that the mistaken views of 
the meaning of these words are un- 
dermining the faith of Christendom. 


The Psalmist really said, "If I n.s- 


cend up into the sky, Thou art there; 
if I make my bed in xfirnt (the grave), 
behold, Thou art there. * * * In the 
uttermost pnrts of the sea. even there 
shall Thy hand lead me and Thy right 
hand shall hold me." The thought Is 
thnt the Divine Power Is everywhere, 
that whether we live or die, nothing 
cftij sepnrnte us from God's Wisdom 
nnd Power nnd from the ultimate af- 
Cfinpllshment of our rescue from tbo j 
power of the grave, which G*.d lias ' 
purno"ed nnd has promised shall lift 
3one throunrh the great Messiah. Tor 
His Kingdom \ve wait nnd pray. 


I* Thi* View Unorthodox? 


The word ortJirtdnr signifies "correct 


TO doctrine." 
I nm ready to ndmit 


that my presentation Is not the ordi- 
nary one—but I claim thnt It is cor- 


rect, that It U the true doctrine of tne 
Word of God. If so, it is orthodox. In 
the highest sense of that term, and ev- 
erything to the contrary, being opposed 
to the standard* of God's Word, must 
be unorthodox. * Everything depends 
upon our standard. 
I stand for the 


Bible, Its teaching, its doctrines, nnd 
therefore am orthodox. On the con- 
trary, Higher Critics and Evolutionists 
and those who hold the creeds of-the 
"Dark Ages," contradictory to the Bi- 
ble, are proportionately unorthodox— 
heretical. 


What Christendom needs today is a 


return to the Bible, an investigation 
of its teachings and, correspondingly, 
a rejection of all human creeds, which 
are admittedly more or less defective. 
Let us "stand fast in the liberty where- 
with Christ hath made us free." Let 
us accept the Bible as the only stand- 
ard. Let us study it and understand 
It to the extent of our ability. Let us 
rejoice in every degree of harmony we 
all attain in the correct understanding 
of It. Let us fellowship as Christians 
all who acknowledge its Divine au- 
thenticity and who, in harmony with 
its presentation, are trusting in Jesus 
as their Redeemer; and who, in accept- 
ance of His invitation, have forsaken 
all to be His footstep fojjdwers. 


These are the real^Christians, with 


whatever sect or party they may have 
become identified, through the supposi- 
tion that they were doing the will of 
God. These alone are the saints; these 
alone are running in the r;ice course; 
these alone have the opportunity of 
making their "calling and election 
sure." The masses known as Chris- 
tendom are unchristian in every sense 
of the word. They are civilized heath 
en, in the sense that they do not recog 
nize any more than do the heathen, a 
personal God of glorious character, 
perfect in His Wisdom, Justice, Love 
and Power. They realize not His All- 
seeing Eye. 
And their general lives 


show their lack of this knowledge and 
this faith. 


More than this (shall we say It?) 


the majority of professed church mem- 
bers, so far as we can understand their 
sentiments as privately expressed and 
publicly declared by the ministers of 
their choice, are no more Christians 
than are the Jews. They neither be- 
lieve the Bible to be the Divine Rev- 
elation nor do they accept the Lord 
Jesus Christ as the world's Redeemer 
from sin and death. Of course, there- 
fore, they do not profess to consecrate 
their lives to sacrlflclally follow One 
In whose redemptive work they do 
not believe. 


The Mystery of the Cross. 


Comparatively few of the hundreds 


of thousands of those who have named 
the name of Christ, and who have 
come under various denominational 
yokes, have any knowledge of the 
Mystery of the Cross of Christ, the 
Mystery of the Gospel, "The Mystery 
which hath been hid from ages and 
generations, but now is made manifest 
to his saints" (Colossians i, 20). 


Alas, the majority seem content to 


have merely a "name to live" and 
wish merely to be called Christians 
and to wear a jeweled cross. It is but 
the few of those who have tasted that 
the Lord is gracious and have felt an 
earnest desire to know and to do the 
Father's will at the cost of self-sacri- 
fice. With the majority the intima- 
tion that-a certain course in life is the 
"narrow way," the way of the Cross, 
is sufficient to turn them in an opposite 
direction; for. while they would like 
to share the heavenly glories and hon- 
ors of the Lord, they are unwilllnp to 
be sharers In His ignominy, sufferings 
and death. 


These, without relinquishing their 


desire for righteousness, are disinclined 
to go to such lengths as the Master 
nnd the Apostles taught and exempli- 
fied. Hence, they are not interested 
in the "deep things" of God's Word, 
but merely in the more superficial. 
In the laneuage of the Scriptures, they 
are willing to say, "We will eat our 
own bread, and wear our own apparel; 
only let us be called by thy name, to 
take away our reproach" (Isaiah iv, 1). 


The fault lies largely with many of 


the clergy, who are not leading the 
people to "the faith once delivered to 
the saints," but away from 'it. 


The Scriptures most distinctly teach 


that we are under the reign of the 
"Prince of this world," Satan, audi 
that our Lord at His Second Coming 
in power and great glory will bind or 
restrain this strong one and overthrow 
his empire, which is not of Divine au- 
thorization, but • built upon humnn 
weaknesses, icmorance and supersti- 
tion. We are distinctly told thnt Sa- 
tan shall be bound for thnt thousand 
years (the Millennium) that he mny 
deceive the people no more until the 
thousand years shnll be finished. 


Surely, then, the Lord has used the 


grent Adversary to assist in the ac- 
complishing of the Divine purposes. 
Sntnn may have supposed thnt he w«a 
frustrating God's plans, but just as 
surely he was mistnkon. Tho Divine 
Word is sure which declnres, "My 
Word thnt goeth forth out of My 
tiouth shall not return unto Me void, 
Jmt it shall accomplish thnt which t 
please, nnd it shnll prosper in that 
•whereunto I sent It." 


It is time thnt. all who really be- 


lieve, in the Bible, who renlly believe ' 
thnt Jesus left the glory of the Fa- • 
ther nnd humbled Himself even unto ' 
death, thus providing the redemptive ' 
price for the Church and for the 
world, should proclnim these facts 
clearly, positively. They should nlso 
declare, ns do the Scriptures, the Sec- 
ond Coming of the Redeemer nnd the 
establishment of His Kingdom in Di- 
vine power nnd mn'osty, for the put- 
tine: down of «iu nnd the lifting up of 
mankind to glorious privileges of res- 
titution, with n in-t pen.ilty ngninst 
every form

<--l'i. and the Second 


!>onfh «s the i-e'inlty for wilful, per-, 
•latent disobedience. 


FLY "SWATTER- 


INVENTED BY 


NEWARK MAN 


Over the length and breadth of the 


country base gone forth the mighty 
cry "swat the fly." The market has 
shown as Its greatest inventions,' ar- 
rangement whereby the swatting-of 
they fly is to be accomplished with 
least trouble and the smallest ex- 
penditure of energy. 
But none of 


these Inventions have been the work 
of any Newark man, and the city has 
therefore lost somewhat this season 
her place in the world of accomplish- 
ments. 
The summer has not 
completely 


waned, however, until two Newar* 
men, intent upon the upholding of the 
dignity of their fair city, put upon 
the market an original device for the 
extinction of the season's great pest, 
the common house fly. 
The inventors are Mr. U. G. Brirt- 


hart of the Brillhart grocery aid Mr. 
J. A. Black. Many 
passersby on 


Church street today were attracted 
by a huge arrangement of screening, 
circular in shape 
and completely 


covered by a fine screen wire, witfi 
the exception of one end. 
This is 


fitted with a cone extending halfway 
into the circle. 
The top of the cone 


is cut off and the flies are tempted 
to crawl up the cone and are entrap- 
ped when once 
they walk over its 


edge. A bait is placed as an induce- 
ment for Mr. Fly to frisk himself into 
the trap. 
The trap was completed Saturday 


evening and a capture of a quart of 
flies had been made in an hour. It 
is said that the same plan is in vogue 
in a small fly trap used in southern 
Ohio, only this made by the Newark 
men is of much 
larger dimensions. 


Messrs. Brillhart and Black suggest 
that they could be placed on hitching 
posts and it would mean the riddis.5 
of the city of a great number of flies 
as it has been said that they never 
travel over two blocks from their 
birthplace. 
The new trap costs about 75 cents 


to manufacture it and and if about 
1 00 of these catchers could be placed 
about the city they would be a help- 
ful, healthy and sanitary arrange- 
ment.
